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SATISFACTORY PROGRESS. 
THE ATTACK ON A TRAIN 


Reuter's Agency that a telegram has 
been received from Chief of the General 
Staff in India that, notwithstanding the set- 
back to the British forces near Jandola, the 
operations are proceeding satisfactorily. 

‘The latest telegrams from the Viceroy state 
which the Britich custained 84 casualties, the 
columns advanced in the mountainous country 
west of Mandanna Kach, where they en- 
countered heavy forces of Mahsuds and Waziris, 
who were in position among the bills. The 
enemy apparently seized one ridge, probably on 
the flank of the advancing force. Owing to 
the unsteadiness of two units, which had already 
suffered heavily in loss of officers, the British 
were compelled to fall back. In the fighting 
that ensued on the 19th the British lost, in 
killed, wounded; and missing, 200, including 
13 British officers killed or missing. No par- 
ticulars as to the names. are yet available. 
On the following day General Andrew Skeen, 
in command, resumed the operations, which 
were successful. 

In Indian military opinion incidents of this 
sort cannot be avoided, and must not be taken 
too seriously, for it must be remembered that 
the bulk of the troops were quite new and un- 
trained to mountain warfare, their time lately 
having been devoted to preparation for open 
country operations. 

Further telegrame received in London con- 
cerning the action at Mandanna Kach, on the 
North-West Indian Frontier, state that on DVe- 
cember 2let the Derajat column attacked, and 
occupied an important hill without opposition. 
Later Mahsuds collected and attacked in force, 
overwhelming a picket. The position was re- 
occupied on December 22nd without opposition, 
Fifty Mahsud corpses were found on the site. 
Moreover, the Maheuds were observed burying 
their. corpses and removing thoir dead through- 
out the day. On December Blst our casualtice 
were 58 killed and missing, including two 
British officers, and 222 wounded, including 
eight British officers. On December 22nd there 
were no British casualties. 


THE ATTACK ON A TRAIN, - 

Reuter’s Agency learns that telegraphic 
details have now been received of the recent 
attack by tribesmen on a train on the Thal 
Kohat Railway. The attack occurretl when 
the train was four miles from Thal. The line 
was broken up, and the engine thrown off the 
rails. The derailed train at once became a 
target for heavy fire from the enemy, who 
were close at hand. The train wae in charge 
of an escort of 27 Indian soldiers, with two 
Lewis guns, and of these 10 were killed and 
16 wounded. The raiders afterwards 
the train and the passengers. The firing having 
been heard at Thal, four miles off, two troops 
of cavairy and 40 infantry were despatched to 
catch the raiders, while a force wae hurried 
to the ecene of action, in lorries, with medical 
assistance. Although some shots were ex-

| The raiders made good their escape under 
cover of darkness. The section of railway 
where the attack wae made was picketed by 
friendly local tribesmen, who were apparently 
not at their posts at the time. 

The attack on the cavalry lines at Kohat 

ocourred soon after midnight, when 100 raiders 
assembled close to the line and rifle magazines. 
The sentry was shot dead, and heavy fire was 
opened on the rest of the guard, which was 
compelled to leave the building, and was: kept 
off while the magazine was forced by the 
tribesmen. The whole affair only lasted a 
quarter of an hour. 

The diffculiy of getting early news of the 
movements of these raiders ie due to the fact 
that often, as a result of previous service with 
us, they know our me hods and cantonments, 
and with their great mobility are thus easily 
able to carry out the raids.

The following (according to a Press Atsocia- 
tion telegram from Paris yesterday) is the text 
of the Allied Note to Baron von Plesner on 
Tuesday, in reply to the German Note of the 
14th inst. :— wpe 
M. Le President—(1.) The Allied and Associated 

Powers have taken, note of your letier of 
14th inst., and have seen, with satisfaction, 
that the German Government shares their 
point of view that the provisions of the 
Treaty of Peace are applicable from the 
moment of its entry into force, whether the 
Treaty his been ratified by the United 
States or not. They take note of the fact 
that the German Government adopts the 
principle, according to which it cannot, any 
more than any other of the high contract- 
ing parties, make the pon-participation of 
the United States of America in the deposit 
of ratification documents a ground for call- 
ing in question the atipulations of the 
Treaty. In fact, any restrictions or reser- 
vations in this respect would be in contra- 
diction with the intention clearly expressed 


in the Treaty itself, 
As regards the methods of guarantee, with 


the application of which the Allied and | 
Associated Powers hope to be able to dis- 


pense, those Powers note that the German 
Government is agreed on the fact that if, 
after the entry into force of the state of 
peace, the application of the methods of 
guarantee in each case conies to an end, 
On the other hand, several measures pro- 
vided in the Treaty, as well ae the different 
methods of procedure recognised by inter- 
national law, will be justly applied. 

As to the part of the Protocol relating to

WARNING TO THE PRESS. 

The Press Bureau at Cairo issues the follow- 
ing warning under. date December 18:-— 

Proprietors and editors of newspapers are en- 
joined to show the greatest n as 
regards the publication. of . matter liable to 
excite the public. The recent disorderly con- 
duct of the students and others, culminating in 
actual attempts at assassination, can be attri- 
buted largely to matter advertised in the Press, 
and to the disturbing influence of certain news- 

in the provinces, as lately apparent. 

n the following circumstances, the following 
Press matter will render a newspaper liable to 
suspension under martial law — 

(1) Reference to. the political activity and 
opinions of schoolboys and other irresponsible 
persons. 

(2) Copies of political protests. addressed to 
the authorities or to the British Mission, except 
with the consent of the «+ censor. 

(3) All matter calculated to encourage public 
servants and others to strike or otherwise 
neglect their duties for political reasons. 

(4) Reports or aspersions calculated to inflame 
the populace against the British ani Egyptian 
Governments. 

Journalists are required to conform in the 
spirit and the letter with these imstructione, 
and are recommended, alike in the public and 
their own interests, to refer doubtful matter 
to the Chief Censor before publication. 

The intention of the foregoing instructions is 
not to prevent reasonable criticism and discus- 
sion on political subjects in the Press, but to 
exclude the publication of matter liable to pro- 
mote disorders, or prejudicial to the public 
security,

The Stock Exchange made a " brave show of 
business during the first part of to-day’s session. 
There was a cheerful tone, and some further 
marking forward of values occurred, especially 
in the Home Railway department. Holiday in- 
fluences, however, proved too strong for the 
maintenance of any eustained briskness, and 
were paramount from the early afternoon. on- 
wards. Dealings after bunch dwindled - to 
nothing, and the attendance became thin, while 
there was a good deal of the, usual cheerful 
celebration going on.

| train was passing Rathduff Station he was seen 
to go along the corrklor, and soon afterwards 
he disappeared. At the first stop om the 
journey—Mallow-—-the matter was reported to 
the railway officials. Inquiries were made by 
telephone, with the result that the man’s body 
was found lying between the up and down lines 
about two miles north of Rathduff. The re- 
mains were conveyed back to Rathduff. 
Coroner Horgan held an inquest yesterday. 
The evidence showed that the man was 
travelling without a ticket, and seemingly en- 
deavoured to aveid payment of fare after it 
had been demanded by a checker, A yerdict 
was returned to the effect that death was 
due to injuries sustained in falling secklentally 
from the Rosslare express while the latter was 
travelling at a high speed.
